Atlantic 3 
Rocket Out 
of Control

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— A 10-story-tall Delta rocket 
tumbled out of control Wednes- 
day night and exploded high 
above the Atlantic, ruining an 
$11 million attempt to orbit the 
world's most powerful commu- 
nications satellite. 


The launch director said a 


faulty guidance system caused 
the trouble that brought fiery 
destruction to the spacecraft At- 
lantic 3. 
"It seems quite clear there 


was an in-flight failure at 20 
seconds after liftoff' in the gy- 
roscope system needed to steer 
the 
three-stage rocket, said 


Robert Gray, launch director 
for 
the National Aeronautics 


and Space Administration. 


Eighty-three 
seconds later, 


the Delta pitched back toward 
earth and exploded, 
sending 


pieces of the shattered rocket 
and its Atlantic 3 payload plum- 
mating into the ocean about 10 
miles offshore. 


Officials said it exploded be- 


fore the range safety officer had 
time to destroy it,

Consortium—Intelsat 


—was to have been the first in a 
global network of new switch- 
board satellites that would link 
most of the world.

Satellite 3, now in position over 
Bra741, will be used for the 
Olympic telecasts instead, said 
officials of Comsat Corp,, m?ji» 
ager for Intelsat.

The House version excludes 


mail order sales of ammunition 
for rifles and shotguns, plus 
rimflre .22 caliber shells. 


The Senate bill would make a 


sentence of life imprisonment 
possible for anyone committing 
a federal crime of violence- 
such as rape, murder, arson, 
theft or kidnaping-while armed 
with a gun, 


The House measure provides 


mandatory sentences for people 
convicted of using a gun in a 
federal felony, but the sentences 
fall shortoflife. 


There was strong support In 


the House, however, for writing 
in the life-sentence provision. 


The Senate bill also would bar 


over-the-counter sales of fire 
arms to nonresidents of a state 
unless the states are adjoining 
and the laws of both permit 
such sales. 


A buyer would have to submit 


an affidavit of elegibility and 
the seller would have to delay 
delivery seven days to give po- 
lice a chance to object. 


The House version would per- 


mit also over-the-counter sales 
to those who sign an affidavit 
that their firearm was lost, sto- 
len or had become Inoperative. 


Prohibitions on sales of hand- 


guns became law earlier this 
year in the omnibus crime con- 
trol bill. 


Both the House and Senate 


bills would require federal li- 
censing of dealers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A gun 


control bill, attacked by the Na» 
tlonal Rifle Association but fait- 
Ing far short of wh-tt President 
Johnson sought after the assas- 
sination of Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy, has passed the Senate and 
been sent to joint conference 
committee with the House. 


The bill, basically banning 


mall order sales of rifles and 
shotguns, wns passed Wednes- 
day with two major differences 
from the version approved In 
the House July 2. 


But the conference committee 


Is not expected to have difficul-

reaching 
a compromise 


which then must bo approved 
again by the separate chambers 
before going on to the White 
House. 


With sorn? mombars of Con- 


gress anxious to get home to 
campaign for re-election and 
the Senate facing prolonged de- 
bate on a new chief justice the 
outlook for swift final action is 
uncertain. 


The Senate and House ver- 


sions differ mainly In penalties 
proposed for criminals commit- 
ting federal crimes while armed 
with a gun and for sales of am- 
munition.
